Many: essential 
supplios nnd materials, the nok of 
which bogin to down tlié onthu- 
sinsms of ovon the most onorifetic 
among, us, have to como from dévoer- 
adas, ond, at tho bost, wo must 
oxpoct driblots whon what wo 
rontly nood is an “unceasing flo-wv. 
Nor havo wo any ussuranco that, 
as yot, any sorious attompt has 
been mado to itemiso the prima 
noods, in somo sort of drdor of pri- 
ority, pormitting theso in high 
authority to obtain a comprokonsive 
pioturo of the mognitude of our 
requiroments. Ono of tho initial 
roubles, whioh calls for- careful 
watehing, is Government's in- 
olination to think of government 
and to work for govornmont, its 
tondenoy to build, say, ronds and 
rosoryoirs, hos,itals and houses— 
for Government servants—-and to 
forget somowhat the Colony’s 
ovonomia structure. Ita ideas 
about priority needs oro apt 
seriously, to be overweighted on 
tho sido of its own ‘imporativo’ 
roquirements. About rapid pro- 


struction, theretore, there should 
bo no oager optimism. 

vents, of course, may prove 
that fags are unjustified and our 
anticipations orr unduly on the sido 
of possiinism. ‘Tho probloms aro, 
adinittedly, complex, and it would 
he worse than foolish to imagine 
that results can be had by the use 
of sovon-league boots. Thon, too, 
Governinent itself is passing 
through « rather oxtraordinary 
timo of readjustment. Splendid ss 
has beon much of the work done by 
the civil sdmiuistratora who camo 
out of Stanloy and Shamshuipe and 
took over imp ortant duties prior 
to tho Moot’s arrival, tho dualism 
of activity has not, ot any timo, 
been wholly or markedly benoficial. 
Co-ordination has, with the best 
will in the world, been difficult to 
achiove. And it may ultimately. 
he better for tho Colony ali round 
when tho last of tho “old crooks” 
has departed for a richly-earned 
holiday .and a solely militaty 
Administration begins to 
function os o single’ ontity.. 
Under such changed olroumstancos. 
too, information of « precise nature 
may bo moro readily obfainablo, 
and the Ciroumlosution Office may 
function o little less efficiently. 
Ono of.the lessons which Govorn- 
mont has 80 far succoodod in tea- 
ching us, in the short weeks since 
tho Japanose surrendor, has becn 
the oase with whioh it is’ possible 
to slip back into old ruts.
